At the uſual age for going into grdera 
Mr. Churchill was ordained by che late Biſhop of Lon- 
don, notwithſtanding he had taken no degree, nur ſtu⸗ 
died in either of our univerſities, and the firſt place he 
had in the church was a ſmall curacy of thirty pounds 
a- year in Wales. To this remote part of the kingdom

followed. In order to eke out his ſcanty finances, he 
entered into a branch of trade which he thought might 
end in riches, but which involved him in dehts that:

keeping a cyder cellar, and dealing in this liquor thro” 
that part of the country.

Mr. Churchill ſoon undertook to write The 
Roſciad, à Work, though upon a more conſined plans 
yet more adapted to excite public curioſity. It firſt 
came out: without the name of the author, but the 
juſtneſs of its remarks, and, particularly, the ſeverity 
bol the ſatire, ſoon excited public curioſity. Though be 
never diſovyned his having written this piece, andeven; 
openly gloried in it, yet the publie, unwilling togive ſa 
much merit to one alone, aſeribed it to a combination; 
olf wits; nor were Meſſrs. Lloyd, Thornton, or Col- 
man, left unnamed upon this occaſion. This miſplaced 
praiſe ſoon. induced Mr. Churchill to throw pff the
